U nder present law, the grounds 
are controlled by the state depart­ 
ment of agriculture between fairs 
and by the board ot managers of 
the state fair during the lair, 
a 
situation which has led to contu­ 
sion, controversy and charges of 
mismanagement. 
Fainting Emphasised 
Porter's bill 
would emphasize 
that the state fair is for the en­ 
couragement of improved farming 
methods solely, eliminating 
and 
emphasis on an industrial exposi­ 
tion. 
Tire bill would create a super­ 
intendent of state fairs who would 
be appointed by the 
board 
and 
who would have sole control of 
the grounds, property, leasing of 
property and fair arrangements, 
subject to the board’s approval. 
The 20-man board would be ap ­ 
pointed by 
the governor, 
with 
senate confirmation, for lour-year 
terms, with the present board of

Forest Experiment 
Program Described 


Tree cutting experiments now 
being conducted ut 
the 
Forest 
Service experiment 
station 
at 
Dukes in Marquette county were 
described by W alter Zillgitt, di­ 
rector of the station, at the Ki- 
wanis club meeting Monday noon. 
The speaker said 
the

station was established in 1926 on 
a tract of land donated 
by

Cleveland Cliffs Iron company. Its 
primary purpose was to determ ine 
means of prolonging the life of the 
hardwood timber reserves in the 
region. 
Various 
rutting 
experiments 
were launched on different plots, 
Zillgitt said. Some plots were clear 
cut. in the others the largest trees 
were felled, and in others only the 
defective and deformed trees were 
logged off.

The Forest Service also has the 
cooperation of an advisory com­ 
mittee, composed of representa­ 
tives of the lumbering, paper and 
other 
industries 
and 
agencies, 
Zillgitt said. Escanaba members 
on the committee are W. II. Hilde­ 
brand and C. L. Harrison. The co­ 
operative 
projects 
include 
re ­ 
search in balsam, fir and aspen 
stands and a survey past sw am p 
cuttings. 
Zillgitt told of the many wood 
users, and pointed out that forest 
products were among the most 
critical materials in World W ar IL 
One of the great advantages of 
timber as a natural resource is that 
its supply can be renewed by re ­ 
forestation, forest fire prevention 
and other silvicultural practices. 
Iii response to a question, Zill­ 
gitt said that the tam arack stands

known as the sawfly, 
back about 1911).

minimum 
standards for counties of Delta’s 
size, there should be two and one

mental starvation. 
A solution to

Is Vital To National Defense 


HptHE 
argument* in support of the St. 
^ 
Law rence seaway are so overw helm ­ 
ing that m any of the political leaders who 
have long opposed the seaw ay project ore 
now supporting it. 
The converts incline 
Senator Taft, Ohio Republican. Ch, inn; a 
B uckley of the House public works com­ 
m ittee, Economic Stabilizer Wilson, 
and 
m any more. Steel company official', once 
aligned with the seaway opponents, 
are 
now supporting the project because of tho 
developm ent of the rich 
ore 
fields 
in 
Labrador. 
Tha cost of the navigation-power proj­ 
ect has been the subject of m uch of the 
controversy, with seaway opponents great­ 
ly distorting the financial picture. 
The 
project w ill cost $800,000,000, 
but 
only 
half of the cost will be berne by the Am­ 
erican governm ent. The other half will be 
paid by Canada. 
About half of the American cost of the 
project would be the power phase of the

Pay-As-W e-Go Plan 
Poses Some Problems 
P R E S I D E N T TRUMAN w ants Congress 
* 
to vote $16 billion in new taxes so we 
can finance our stepped-up defense pro­ 
gram as we go. But up to now the law m ak­ 
ers have been talking in figures only half 
that sire. 
The 
adm inistration’s financial experts 
have two chief reasons for urging a pay- 
as-you-go system. 
First of all, they consider it unwise to 
add substantially to the already huge pub­ 
lic debt, which now exceeds $250 billion. 
It requires $6 billion a year just to pay 
the interest on that obligation. 
At the 
depth of the depression, governm ent outlay 
of $7 billion for all purposes w as viewed 
In many quarters as a colossal expendi­ 
ture. 
Secondly, 
federal budget men believe 
heavy taxes are vital as an anti-inflation 
device. They contend that extensive bor­ 
rowing has exactly the opposite effect; and 
they m arshal plenty of figures to support 
the argument. 
In the five years of W orld W ar II, the 
governm ent borrowed $214 billion, well 
over half of all the money it spent in that 
span. Commercial banks and the Federal 
Reserve supplied $86 billion of the total, 
th e rest coming from individuals, savings 
banks, insurance companies, and the like. 
Moreover, banks not only bought gov­ 
ernment bonds themselves, bu t lent money 
to their customers for similar purchases. 
D uring the w ar their loans shot up about 
$9 billion. 
The governm ent specialists declare that 
this system contributed heavily to the seri­ 
ous inflation which hit the country ofter 
the war. Never in history, they say, did the 
country’s supply of money rise so rapidly. 
The am ount of cash in general circulation 
catapulted 
from $7.6 billion in 1939 to 
$28.5 billion in 1945. 
An even m ore vital index of money flow, 
the size of bank deposits, climbed from $45 
billion to m ore than $128 billion in the w ar 
period. 
W artim e controls on materials and prices 
kept this money flood dam m ed up. 
But 
w hen controls were lifted, the combination 
of plentiful money and scarce goods sent 
the price level skyrocketing. It is this that 
the governm ent seeks to prevent another 
time. 
Since borrow ing has the effect of creat­ 
ing new money while taxation reduces the 
supply in people’s hands, federal fiscal ex ­ 
perts see no method but taxes to forestall 
repetition of the 1946-49 price boom. 
The most seasoned tax m en on Capitol 
Hill are sympathetic with this objective. 
But 
they are worried also th a t too high 
taxation m ay have a destructive im pact on 
»the economy in another way: that it may 
dampen incentive and discourage en ter­ 
prise and thus put a halter on our dynamic 
Industrial system. 
It seems fairly certain at this moment 
that Congress wul not raise $16 billion in 
new taxes merely through m ore 
excise 
levies on goods and higher individual and 
corporate income taxes. 
The 
feeling 
is 
these categories can’t take m uch more of 
• load. 
So, if the pay-as-you-go aim is even to 
be approached, a prem ium would seem to 
be on new ideas in taxation Unless W ash­ 
ington fiscal imaginations can get perking 
along these lines, w e’r* more likely to go 
deeper in debt and pile up m ore inflation­ 
ary dangers.

government. 
The report details the operation of every 
departm ent of the city, the revenues re­ 
ceived and the expenses paid, the achieve­ 
ments of the year and the problems ahead. 
The city’s fiscal year ends Ju n e 30 so the 
report now prepared for distribution 
is 
seven m onths old. That is unfortunate this 
year particularly because the city's cir­ 
cumstances have changed considerably in 
the intervening period from the end of the 
last fiscal year to the present. 
Nevertheless, the inform ation contained 
in the annual report does provide a vast 
am ount of knowledge about city govern­ 
ment.

In fact the club had 
just closed a disastrous season and in addi­ 
tion had suffered heavy loss in the Rock­ 
wood Lodge fire. The stadium was in need j 
of repairs, and the entire Packer organ­ 
ization w as torn by strife. 
The firm leaders who took up the task , 
of rebuilding the tottering structure have 1 
won a trem endous success. W hereas they 
had set the goal at holding the losses to 
possibly $30,000 they have actually rolled 
up a profit of $13,000.

Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON—Ifs

secret but the United States will soon be 
independent of the rest of the world when 
it comes to opium. 
This independence will be obtained by 
planting about 39,000 j u g s of poppies in 
California and the far west; 
second, by 
using a new substitute for m orphine— 
mcthodine. 
Most people don't realize it, but the hos­ 
pitals of the United States could hardly 
function without opium. In addition, opium 
and its derivatives—m orphine 
and 
co­ 
deine—would ba indispensable in an atom - 
ic-bom b disaster. Yet our chief sources of 
opium arc now cither under or near Com- 
m uni-t domination. One opium area, China, 
is now completely Communist, while a n ­ 
other, Iran, could be taken over by Rus­ 
sia in a few days. A third source, M ace­ 
donia, is on tho precarious edge of the iron 
curtain. 
First, 
a 
synthetic substitute for m or­ 
phine, mcthodine, according to Dr. Isaac 
S tarr of the University of Pennsylvania, 
can be m anufactured from available do­ 
mestic chemicals. Furtherm ore, it can be 
produced at only a fraction of the cost of 
morphine. 
Second, the munitions board has been 
collecting opium-bearing poppies through 
several secret research farms in the west, 
and now has on hand enough poppy seed to 
plant 30.000 acres. In a few m onths more, 
sufficient seed will be available for 70,- 
000 acres and this acreage, 
yielding two 
crops a year, will be enough to supply the 
entire nation. 
Note 
I — Exact location of the poppy 
farm s is being kept a secret for fear they 
will become the mecca of dope addicts. 
Note 2 — Word of the new U. S. opium 
supply will bring howls of anguish to the 
international opium monopoly which has 
been hiking prices to American purchasers. 
TAFT VS. IKE 
It is now exactly 17 months before the 
two great American political parties hold 
their conventions and select the two can­ 
didates who will battle it out to become 
president of the United States. B ut even 
17 months in advance, the backstage wires 
are being pulled and the groundw ork laid 
for that battle. 
In the Republican camp two m en are 
definitely emerging on 
the 
presidential 
horizon—Taft and Eisenhower. 
This 
was 
admitted by rotund, likable 
Congressman Clarence Brown of Ohio, one 
of Senator T aft’s most devoted presidential 
promoters, who recently discussed Taft's 
chances of defeating Eisenhower. 
“ Ike will take a stand on 18-year-olds,” 
he explained privately to friends, “ and 
that will get all the mothers sore at him. 
“Then he’s been over in G erm any ta lk ­ 
ing to the Nazi generals,” Brown continu­ 
ed, “ and that isn’t going to please the J e w ­ 
ish voters. 
“And he’s taking a stand on sending 
troops to Europe, which will get a lot of 
other people sore at home. So,” concluded 
Congressman 
Brown, 
“ Ike hasn’t got a 
chance against Taft.” 
Note — It is significant, however, that 
Taft himself has now hedged a little on his 
original stand against sending troops to 
Europe.

Correction — In recently reviewing a 
study of food prices m ade by the Senate 
food investigating subcommittee, both this

2. Bible sales have nearly dou­ 
bled in the last decade, increasing 
between five and IO per cent in 
the last year. 
3. Church-building is at an all- 
time high. 
4. Most colleges and universi­ 
ties across the country have ex ­ 
panded religious curricula to meet 
student demands. 
5. Present-day touring evange­ 
lists 
have 
attracted near-record 
crowds. 
6. American industry and ad­ 
vertising m en for the third time 
are backing an unusual, nation­ 
wide religion-promotion program. 
7. Church contributions and a t­ 
tendance (a basic gauge of church 
vitality) are considered by offi­ 
cials to be at a peak. 
Result of Insecurity 
Close observers view the sharp­ 
ened 
religious 
appetite 
of 
the 
country as a result of the inse­ 
curity of the times. 
They also see it as a possible re­ 
action against an age of intense 
scientific 
rationalism, and a re­ 
surgent conviction that m aterial­ 
istic advances can never fully cope 
with life’s basic needs. 
One minister, the Rev. Ira W. 
Langston, of 
the

Christian church here, offered this 
analysis; 
“People 
have 
discovered that 
the things they counted on most 
are 
no 
longer dependable. The 
family 
structure 
is not w hat it 
was 20 years ago. The absolute, 
I positive assurance of U.S. invul- 
1 nerability is gone. The value of 
money has fallen to pieces. To put 
it briefly, things are shaking, and 
the people arc looking for some­ 
thing unshakeable.” 
While 
church leaders applaud 
heightened concern with religion, 
they also note its potential d ag­ 
gers. 
Since periods of stress, such as 
the present, usually spark wider 
religious 
inquiry, 
they say, the 
impulse 
is 
often partly clue to 
fear, and possibly to psychological 
panic. 
When this motive is great, they 
feel that m any persons may be 
driven into erratic and unwhole­ 
some “fringe expressions” of reli­ 
gion, such as weird cults and m ys­ 
ticism. 
Extremism Dangerous 
The hope of church leaders is 
that m en’s present search for spir­ 
itual .security can be channeled in­ 
to stable areas, without extrem ­ 
ism. 
“If we m ake a sound ministry 
available to the growing sense of 
need,” one churchman said, “then 
there is a real possibility of a tre­ 
mendous upsurge in the basic re­ 
ligious life of America.”

ment, if you have come along to 
limit salaries, too. 
The tame thinkers of Washing­ 
ton have thrown their hands 
in 
horror at the mention of rationing 
again, bul you must ration if you 
inflict ceilings and curtailments 
on a country. Under 
price 
and 
wage and material control 
only 
so much stuff is available. Unless 
it is rationed a few 
get 
much, 
and many got little. Rationing is 
the answer, and von would think 
today it was spelled l e p r o s y . 
I would not be lonesome in tho 
supermarket sorority today if I 
said a lot of people are weary of 
the dancing debutantes who make 
lipservice 
concessions 
to emer­ 
gency in Washington. In an effort 
to create candy 
for 
everybody, 
they are in process of denying us 
basic bread, and I would 
like a 
little 
action that 
makes 
more 
sense than a sugar tit for every­ 
body. Up to now we haven’t had 
it.

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — You 
shouldn’t have much trouble de­ 
ciding what form to use in mak- 
, ing your 1950 income tax return. 
There are just three forms: The 
1040 long form; the 1040 short 
form; and form 1040-A. 
Form 1040, a four-page job, is 
called the long-form when you 
figure your own tax on page 3. 
Form 1040, the same four-page 
job, is called the short form when, 
instead of figuring your tax, you 
find it in the table on page 4. 
Form 1040-A is a one-sheet job 
on yellow paper. With this you 
don’t have to figure your tax or 
use the table. You simply answer 
some questions and mail it to the 
collector. He’ll figure your tax for 
you. 
No Choice For Some 
But people with 1950 income of 
$5,000 or more have 
no 
choice. 
They must use the 1040 long form. 
They can’t use any other. 
The under-$5,000 people can use 
any one of the three forms but 
which you use depends upon your 
particular problem. Start with the 
simplest: 
Form 1040-A. You can use it if 
your total 1950 income was under 
$5,000 and if— 
1. All of it was in wages or sal­ 
ary from which full tax was with­ 
held during 1950 or if— 
2. You had additional non-taxed 
income that amounted to no more 
than $100 and came from wages, 
dividends or interest but no other 
source. 
For example: Your income was 
$4,100. Of that, $4,000 
was 
in 
wages from which full tax was 
withheld. The other $100 was in 
wages, dividends or interest. You 
could use form 1040-A. 
Use Short Form 
But if you had $101 in wages, 
dividends or untaxed income—in 
addition to your fully taxed wages 
or salary—you couldn’t use form 
1040-A. You could use the 
1040 
Support Of Public 
Sought To Enforce 
New Price Controls 


WASHINGTON — OB) — The 
government 
is 
enlisting public 
support on the problem of enforc­ 
ing price controls—a problem on 
which it finds itself divided. 
Price Director Michael V. Di- 
Snlle Monday asked the mayors 
of all cities with more than 10,000 
population to set 
up 
volunteer 
committees to encourage “general 
public knowledge and observance 
of regulations adopted in the in­ 
terest of a sound national econ­ 
omy.” 
This move, of course, was not 
designed to take the place of pro­ 
secution of price regulation viola­ 
tors. It was on that phase that the 
split developed between DiSalle’s 
office of price mobilization (OPS) 
and the justice department. 
Black Market Banned 
The question was one of juris­ 
diction between the two agencies, 
and some officials speculated that 
President Truman 
himself 
may 
have to resolve it. 
In another broadcast, the price 
director said that those who vio­ 
late price controls “will be relent­ 
lessly prosecuted.” 


“It won’t be a matter of just to­ 
day or tomorrow,”

You could use the 1040 short form. 
For example: Your income was 
$4,025. Of that, 
$4,000 
was 
in 
wages from which full tax was 
withheld. The other $25 was in 
fees. You could not use form 1040- 
A. You could use the 1040 short 
form. 
The 1040 short form. If your in­ 
come was under $5,000 but of such 
a kind that you can’t use form 
1040-A, then you can use the 1040 
short form. It’s used mostly by 
►those under-$5,000 
people 
who 
didn’t have the full tax or any 
tax withheld from their 1950 in­ 
come. 
But why should anyone, whose 
income was under $5,000 want to 
bother using the more difficult 
1040 long form where he has to 
figure his own tax? 
Anyone with under-$5,000 
in- 


1040 short form, gets an automatic 
deduction of about IO per cent of 
his income for expenses allowed 
by law, like hospital bills or char­ 
itable contributions. 
He doesn’t have to claim it. If 
he uses the table on the 1040 short 
form to find his tax, the deduction 
already is allowed for in the table. 
Collector Figures 
If he uses form 1040-A, letting 
the collector figure the tax for 
him, the deduction already is al­ 
lowed for in the table which the 
collector uses to figure the tax. 
But suppose your deductible ex­ 
penses actually ran to more than 
IO per cent although your income 
was under $5,000. 
In that case you’d lose money by 
using 1040-A or 1040 short form 
where the most you get is around 
IO per cent. Instead use the 1040 
long form. 
There, although you have to go 
to the trouble of figuring your tax, 
you can claim in full all the de­ 
le tio n s you think you’re entitled 
to. 
The under-$5,000 people using 
the 1040 long form to claim unusu­ 
ally large deductions will have to 
itemize them but that’s the only 
way they can claim them. 
What do husbands and wives do 
about these three forms?

, Still Beat 
U. S. Korea Losses 


CHICAGO — (ZP)—The U. S. 
home front experienced its safest 
year on record in 1950, but ac­ 
cident casualties still easily out­ 
distanced U. S. losses in the Ko­ 
rean war. 
The national safety council to- I 
taled the nation’s 1950 accidents 
cost and this is what it shows: 
Killed—90.000. 
Injured—8,900,000. 
The cost in dollars—$7,700,000,- ! 
OOO. 
The first seven months of the I 
Korean war brought the U. S. I 
combat casualties to 6,897 killed 
in action, 30,615 wounded 
and 
9,302 missing in action. 
The overall deaths from acci­ 
dents, however, was 
1.000 
less 
than in 1949. 
The death rate of 
59.9 per 100,000 population is the 
low’est on record. 
Fatalities in motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents jumped ll per 
cent 
to 
35,000—the highest toll since 1941. 
The 1949 toll was 31,500. 
Fatalities in 
home 
accidents, 
the second m ajor cause of acci­ 
dental deaths, declined 
ll 
per 
cent— from 31,000 to 27,500. 
Deaths from occupational acci­ 
dents jumped 3 per cent — from 
15,000 to 15,500. 
Deaths in public accidents, ex ­ 
cluding motor vehicle, dropped IO 
per cent—from 15,500 to 14,000, 
One out ol every 17 persons in 
the U. S. suffered a disabling in­ 
jury. 
The 
estimated 
$7,700,000,000 
economic loss covers 
fatal 
and 
non-fatal accidents, wage losses, 
medical expenses, overhead costs 
of insurance for all accidents, pro­ 
duction delays, damage to equip­ 
ment in occupational 
accidents 
and property damage from tra f­ 
fic accidents and fires. 
The elderly—persons 
65 
and 
older—wore primarily 
responsi­ 
ble for the nation’s good safety 
showing. 
Accident deaths in this 
group dropped ll per cent.
